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DIPHTHERIA. 


No Cause for Alarm—Its Prevalence in North 
St. Louls. 


Whatever may be the cause of the origin and 
spread of diphtheria and scarlet fever, there is no 
doubt that both of these diseases ara unusually 
prevalent throughout the eity. It was predieged by 
Dr. Conery, of the Board of Health, several 
months ago, that the present winter, succeeding, 


| as it does, a remarkably long summer, would be 


notable for the inerease of diseases of all kinds 
but especially of those diseases which owe their 
origin to the decay of vegetable and animal mat- 
ier. Diphtheria and seariet fever are popularly 
und correctly thought to be greatly due to im- 
proms Sanitary cenditions of whatever kind. 
Oth Of these diseases are extraordinarily con- 
tagious, and diphtheria is regarded by physicians 
as beyoud comparison the most insidious of all 
the diseases which affect humanity. The pre- 
ciction. hazarded by Dr. Ceonery is verified 
by the «experience of every pbysician 
inthe city. Tie increased mortality which has 
become noticeable is chiefly prevalent among 
children between the ages of three ana twelve.

To Run a Saloon is a Privilege, Not 
a Right.

And Now Collector Hudson Can Close Up 
Every Dramshop-=He Has the Power, 
Says the Court of Appeals. 


The Court of Appeals to-day in a decision by 
Judge Thomson, sustains the motion to quash the 
writ of mandamus applied for by wnt hoa 
zolo to compel Collector Hudson to issue a. 
shop license on the new

‘block, corner of Seventeenth and Pine streets, 


This case has encaged a great deal of attention as 
affecting the discretionary power of the collector 
in the maiter of granting a saloon license. The 


Court of Appeals says: “We do not take judicial 
notice of the Revised ordinances of the city but 
we may assume what is 5 in 
his petition that they contain a provision 
empowering the collector to grant Gram-tho 
licenses where the petition for the same is mgnes 
by a majority of the bona fide householders in th 
block. But the city ordinances on this suqject 
are subordinate to the laws of the State by which 
the same subject is regulated and it is not suffi- 
client for the applicant to show that 
he has  ~wmerely comnplied with the 
city ordinanee. He must show that he has com- 
piied with the requirements of the laws of the 
State. The State law prohibits the grant of a 
license until a majority of the tax-paying citizens 
onthe block shall have signed the petit! 
The writ of mandamus cannot be issu 
unless it is the law_in this State that 
a .person of good inoral character who complies 
with the provisions of chapier S& of the Revised 
Statutes, and also with the provisions of the Re- 
vised City Ordinances, relative to dramshop li- 
celuses, is entitied to such license as a matter of 
right and as a corollary of this 
proposition, unless when he has so complied 
the Collector had no discretion te refuse the 
license. Tire Court of Appeals is controlled in 
determining the question by the decisions of the 
Supreme Court. Austin vs. State, 10 Mo., 51¥; 
State vs. Kyger, 39 Mo., 621. It is 
heid that the right to keep a 
cramshop inthe State, is not a legalright but a 
municipal privilege; that the general rule is that 
the Keeping of dramshops is unlawful, prohibited 
by the Legislature on grounds connected with 
pnblic morals and the public welfare and that an 
exception to this ruleis thatthe County Court 
may confer upon any person of good moral char- 
acter the privilege upon his comptiance with cer- 
tain prescribed conditions. The County Court 
may do this and it may net do it. To do it is to 
conier a privilege, not to grant a right. I 
is a_ discretionary maiter and it can not 
be revised or eontrolled by any court by writ of 
mandamus. It cannot be said with propriety that 
it is the policy of our laws to regard the busines of 
dranm-seliing in any other light than as & mere 
privilege granted under provisions and restrictions 
thai ¢ learly imply a tendency to affect njuriously 
the public morals and therefore not to be en- 
couraged either by the laws themselves or by the 
eourts of the country. The business is 
not one of personal right nor is it one 
that the interests of the public 
at large demands thai the applicant should he 
permitted to carry on. So far as the. collector in 
issuing dramshor licenses executes the law of the 
State we take it that the nature of his functions ts 
the same as those of the late county court. So 
far as their functions were judicial, his functions 
are judicial, and if the old County Court had 
power to refuse the grant of a saioon license, not- 
withstancing that the applicant might be of good 
moral character and had complied with the pro- 
visions of the law, the _ collector may 
refuse the license, and we can no more 

e control by writ, of mandamus, the exercise 
of a discretion which has been vested in him by 
law for the public good, than we could control the 
County Court of St. Louis or St. Charles counties, 
in the exercise of the same discretion. 


THE RAILROADS.

Take the Standard Oil Company as one 
of many instances.. It was organized 
by railroad capitalists as a sort 
of parasitic corporation to obtain a 
monopoly of the great Pennsylvania oil pro- 
duct by means of transportation contracts 
which would enable it to starve out all com- 
petition, absorb all the oil property and 
control the oil markets. It began business 
in 1872 with a capital of $1,000,000 which was 
subsequently increased to $3,500,000, and on 
this capitalization it paid dividends in 1880 
amounting to $10,321,812. The business that 
in one year pays notonly allits expenses 
and dividends on Its capital, but more than 
three times the améunt of its capital, may 
not be techmically a monopoly, but it is a 
worse robbery of the public than any Gov- 
ernment should connive at, or than any peo- 
ple would stand from a recognized monopoly 
formally and purposely instituted by Gov- 
ernment. This concern has inthe last ten 
years earned a net profit estimated at more 
than $40,000,000 by its control over the cost to 
consumers of a staple which ranks third in 
the list of our exports. By its speculative 
manipniation of that staple it has in the last 
month pocketed profits variously estimated 
at from $20,000,000 to $49,000,000. Yet after 
making these enormous sums in Pennsylva- 
nia it is not obliged to pay taxes exceeding 
$4,000 a year to that State, because, as an 
Ohio corporation, its domicile is notin Penn- 
csylvania, and under her laws it can only be 
taxed on the visible property 1t holds within 
her jurisdiction! A parallel ease cannot be 
foundin King TuHersBaw’s dominions, nor 
in any other despotism under the sun. 

This is a specimen of the fungi that grow 
up in the crevices of our rickety and rotten 
legislation in regard to corporations, and no 
argument can longer reconcile the people to 
such legislation. The fact that the growth 
d development of these monstrous devil- 
has been mainly during 
of Republican suprem- 
acy has at last, we (firmly believe, 
caused the overthrow of that party, 
because the people began to regard it as 
closely allied with the corporations against 
The latter de- 
mand such a reconstruction of our laws as will 
protect the individual from the predatory 
powers with which we have endowed these 
agcregations of capital.

SPLENDOR OUT OF PLACE. 

In our columns yesterday we gave a de- 
scription of the gorgeous furniture and trap- 
pings with which the Attorney-General of 
the United States has decorated the offices in 
which he transacts his public business. 
Nothing like it has been heard of since the 
Third NAPOLEON undertook to gild his 
basely won tyranny with all the magnificence 
ancient empire and deliberately 
a reckiess and extravagant outlay as 

the policy of his government. It 
reads like a description of. his imperial court 
to read of the carved furniture, the rich cur- 
tains, Turkish rugs and carpets, the plush 
and velvet and silk and silverand gold of the 
gaudy ofice of our Attorney-General. 

Yet all this magnificence is paid for by the 
people, and the iuxurious tenant of these 
zsorgeous apartments is merely one of the 
people; not an emperor, but a public servant, 
chosen by the people indirectly to do certain 
work for them, and bound by every pledge 
that can bind an honorable man not to 
spend one dollar of their money beyond 
what is needed for the requirements of the 
public service, 

He spends $250 for a little table, $1,200 
to curtain four windows; $10,000 to fit up 
rooms. The people whose 
money he spends are chieily bard-working 
people; nine out of ten of them are depend- 
ent on their daily labor for § their 
subsistence; they are better off than 
people of other nations, but the 
latest bulletin of the Census Bureau gives us 
the statistics of the wages paid to three mil- 
lions of them, from which it appears that the 
workingmen, the heads of families, earn on 
an average $400 apiece—one dollar and one- 
third for every working day in the year. Out 

f this they have to pay all of their expenses 
of iving and for the support of those who de- 
pend on them. 

The curtains of the Attorney-General have 
devoured the livelihood of three families for 
a year; a family could hve nearly a year on 
the useless carving of his table; the whole 
earnings of a family in twenty-five years 
would only pay for the idle and foolish trap- 
pings with which he mocks the poverty of 
those whose money he spends. Such mag- 
nifieence is out of place, and the official who 
authorized it is derelict in disregarding a du- 
ty which should gnide him in his high office,

Origin of “Roorback.” 
From the New York Evening Post. 
Though not the originator of the once cele- 
brated “*Roorback slander,’ Mr. Weed, by 
publishiug it in the Evening Journal, gave it. 
notoriety which it could not otherwise have 
attained. It sprang from the brain of an ec- 
centric gemus in Ithaca, William Linna 
relative of Simeon De Witt, for many years 
Surveyor-General of the State. At the time 
Mr. David D. Spencer, father of Col. Charlies 
S. Spencer, of this city, published the Ithaca 
Chronicle, an intense Whig newspaper,: Linn 
was a Locofoco, holding a small office under 
Gov —— bi ruck, but neither his politics nor 
his religion ever stood in the way of his per- 
pertrating a practical joke. While reading 
an account of a trip in 1854 through the West 
and South by am Englisnman named Feather- 
stonhough, he caime across a passage des- 
cribing a slave-driving scene. He copied it 
and ingeniously added that forty-three of the 
slaves had the initials “J. K. P.” branded in- 
to their shoulders ; that they had been bought 
'on Polk’s plantati on, and that they were on 
their way to the sugar plantations of 
Louisiana. The manuscript was given to Mr. 
Spencer in the? andwriting of a third person, 
a note accompanying its saying that the ex- 
tract was from “‘Roorback’s travels through 
the West and South in 1836."". The contribu- 
_tion was reprinted in the Evening Journal, 
whence it was carried all over the country 
and reprinted by the Whig newspapers. Tho 
fraud was quickly detected, however, and re- 
traction followed; but Mr. Weed, in his zeal 
to score a poi nt against the Presidential 
|eandidate of the opposition, was made to 
bear the odium of the slander, he havin 
‘printed it in his journal without giving credit 
| for it to the Ithaca ¢ ‘hronicle.
